L. Galbraith, first white woman in the Kootenay, describes 
her first Christmas in the district she reached from Walla Walla in 1369. 


It is near Christmas time. I am think- 
ing of that first Christmas I spent on the 
banks of the Kootenay River, at John T. 
Galbraith’s Ferry, now Fort Steele. The 
river was almost frozen over. Qne could 
walk on the ice. with perfect safety. It 
was bitter cold weather, with the ther- 
mometer at between 30 and 40° below 


zero. 


Despite the rigors of the winter, it 
was great fun to watch the old Indian 
women fishing through the ice: One had 
some brush on the ice, and kneeled down, 
holding a little stick, with a fish hook on 


“string baited with a piece of 
raw meat. Fishing was good. Every so- 
often would come out of the river a 
good-sized trout. It was a cold day for 
the poor old squaw, who looked at me 
and said: “Sooknie ‘unacanna kustek.” 
I don’t know what she said, but I learned 
afterwards it was the fish she had caught 
were good. 


In the early days of the ferry we had 
always plenty of wild game on the porch, 
mountain trout, deer, wild goat, wild 
mountain sheep, bear meat and buffalo 
meat. Our table was plentifully supplied 
with game birds, Mallard ducks and wild 
geese were a-plenty. The first wild grey 
goose I had ever eaten was cooked. in

WUSANDS of homes in B.C. have 
decorated Christmas trees during 
this festive season. ; 
Do you know the custom was intro- 
duced to the American continent by the 
Hessian troops in the British army during 
the American Revolution? This custom 
prevails in Britain and most of northerr 
Europe, but is unusual jn Italy, Spain 
and Latin America. There the symbol 
of Christmas and the heart of the cel¢- 
brations is not an evergreen tree but 
the miniature reproduction of the stable 
and manger where Christ was born. 
Most of the trees used are Douglas 


- fir, Balsam fir and perhaps some pine,: 


as well as the. artificial tree that can be 
folded and put away for another year.

But who ever saw a pink evergreen in the 
bush! : 

In some lands the Christmas tree Is 
a bare branch of a broad-leaf tree deco- 
rated with many. bright pieces of paper 
by all membérs of the family, so that 
it can be called a true family tree. 


If we wander around the day_ after 
Christmas we may seehundreds of trees 
still lying in sales lots, bedraggled and 
wasted. . 

- Chrtstmas tree farming is a profit- 
able business if it is carried out well and 
with a thought for the future. But hap- 
hazard cutting of trees from the living 
forest is a waste and is poor. conserva- 
tion. 

We sometimes see in the woods where 
someone has cut several trees to get one 
that will-suit him. Man‘can destroy in a 
few minutes what nature has taken years 
to grow. 

Do you know that our best Christmas 
trees are grown on poor soil, where the 
sunlight can reach them? The deep for- 
est-is-a—poor_place to_find good bushy 
trees. 

The tree in your home with the bright 
shiny star on top—did it come. from a 
tree farm, or was it cut from some forest 
grove where it could have become a 
stately tree that your children’s children 
could have seen and enjoyed?

Fossitt, Mr.- Galbraith and myself, as 
most all the: men had gone away for the 
winter. We didn’t have any of the ‘good 
Irish potatoes, or cabbages or other vege- 
tables that they grow in the Kootenays 
nowadays: The regular ration was made 
up of just bread, bacon and beans, with 
plenty of wild game.

Sees Sanctions or Rebellion 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania 
—The only peaceful. way of 
forcing the South African gov- 
ernment to change its racial 
policies is by sanctions, says 
Oliver Tambo, deputy leader 
of the outlawed African Na- 
tional Congress. 

“Countries like Canada, 
which has spoken very strong- 
ly against racial discrimina- 
tion, should find it possible to 
take their protests 
than condemning," Tambo de- 
clared in an interview.

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Yes! Says Scientist, 
Santa Claus Can Fly

Here is the scientific explanation of how Santa 
Claus makes his annual rounds, as elicited from Dr. 


Barnes W. McCormick, professor 


of aeronautical 


engineering, Pennsylvania State University. 


Q. Dr. McCormick, does an 


airborne vehicle composed of 


a sleigh and eight reindeer 
fall into the category of a 
Vertical Take-Off and Landing 
aircraft? 

A. Well, no, I don't believe 
this is a true VTOL craft. It 
appears to me, after analyz- 
ing the aerodynamics, that it 
falls more in the category of 
STOL, or Short Take-Off and 
Landing aircraft. 


Q. Then you appear to have 
no doubt that such a craft is 
capable ‘of flight? 


A. No, no doubt at all. 
Q. Why are you so certain? 


A. Well, we recently con 


structed a model of such an 
aircraft, based: on a few 
closely guarded. eye-witness 
reports, and conducted tests 
in the subsonic and super- 
sonic wind tunnels here at 
Penn. State. We measured the 
lift and drag. characteristics ot 
the craft as well as its sta- 
bility and control properties, 
and ‘though its longtitudinal 
stability appears to be mar- 
ginal, we have no doubt that 
the vehicle can be flown by 
an experienced pilot 


Q. That's all well and good 
Dr. McCormick, but it’s still 
difficult for some of us to be- 
lieve that such a contraption 
could fly. It has no propeller 
or jet engine. and no wings. 
Where would. it get its thrust 
and lift? 


A. The thrust is 
provided by a mixing action 
of the air produced by the ex- 
tremely rapid movement of 
ihe reindeers’ hooves We call 
this flow “entrainment.”’ This 
produces a thrust (augmenta- 
tion) by accelerating a steady 
mass of air ‘in the rearward

direction, Actually, 
deer don’t have 
very much: thrust. 

Wind tunnel measurements 
show the drag of the sleigh to 
be surprisingly low. The lift 
which keeps the sleigh air- 
borne is provided in a manner 
very similar to the re-entry 
lifting body .configurations 
presently under study by the 
Nationa! Aeronautics and 
Space Administration. These 
spacecraft ‘bodies don’t have- 
wings either. It's simply a 
matter of flying at a high 
enough angle of attack. 

Hence,- on takeoff at the 
North Pole, at full design 
gross weight, the pilot would 
have to fly at a very ‘nose- 
high attitude. Of course, as he 
drops off his payload, which 
is the primary purpose of 
this suborbital mission, the ve- 
hicle will assume a more level 
attitude.

Although the other women were missing, their friend dread- 
fully (the“trio also lived together) there was a certain ‘radiance 
that seemed to lift the sadness from the two. women's faces.

Brilliance of Christmas Star 


When they opened the door of their home it shone With the 
brilliance of a Christmas star.

“Knowing the wrench the 
two women were facing, our Good Samaritans had made 
a sortie on the home, cleaned it from stem to gudgeon, and 
prepared a meal that even the most heart-weary couldn't fail 
but appreciate.

She saw nothing 
remarkable in this, shrugging, it off with, ‘We all-try and help 
out when and where we-éan.” 


Bashful of Accolades 


Introduced’ by her to the president and incoming president, 
I found them to be duplicates of the unassuming pastor's wife. 
They reiterated that their group was just like hundreds in 
the city, working quietly to help their neighbors and bashful 
of accolades. , 

Becoming trustful, they let slip portions of the story that 
their group has helped write during the 2§ years it has been 
in existence; cakes baked and taken on welcoming visits to 
newcomers, articles knitted and sewn for children of people 
in neéd and parcels, gaily-wrapped and presented to shut-ins 
who receive visits from no one but their members 

Even the janitor of their church has reason to appreciate 
the group's all-year-round: Christmas - spirit From time to 
time, they appe at the chureh “armed with serub brush 
and mop” and help him with his chores, cleaning windows, 
polishing furniture and scouring hard-to-get-at corners. 

And, when many of-us are still enjoying the revelry of New 
Year parties, they'll be at the church hall in force, serving 
a repast of home-cooked turkey, ham and other delicacies to 
pill the people! who attended the early New Year's Day service. 

Perhaps their legs may ache and their arms protest the 
welcomed chore of serving their friends ... I doubt it. When 
Christmas is spread the year around, it brings a strength to 
match the measure.

Christmas is symbolized in many dif- 
ferent things in different homes and varied 
traditions, like that old battered star which 
still has a sentimental wonder as it stands 
atop the Christmas tree year by year; the 
tattered old Santa that, for as long as you 
can remember, has hung under the chande- 
lier;.the manger scene, though worn through 
years of handling, still carries its message 
of old; the white gifts the children bring, 
the carols they ‘sing are still packed with 
meaning as symbols of something bigger and 
deeper in meaning. 

To: many people the battered star, the 
tattered Santa and time-worn manger scene 
are ugly things that have served their, pur- 
pose and should be replaced by more ‘mod- 


, ern creations. 


But to us who love ‘them they are treas- 
ured symbols of something ‘precious. The 
same is true of the Christian Christmas. To 
many the Bethlehem Star, the angels’ song, 
the Christ Child in a stable manger,are much 
like the tattered Santa and battered star— 
questionable things that ought to be replaced 
by something more acceptable to the modern 
mind. . But. to ts who love them they are 
treasured symbols. of something greater and 
more precious than just stories—they are 
symbols of our faith.

In the story of the star, the angels and 
the Bethlehem Baby are couched the deep 
truth of the Christian faith and the Christ- 
mas message to the world. The star is linked 
with the: Wisemen and-with Herod and with 
prophecy. The angels are linked with the 
shepherds, the humble men, and the Heavenly 
message. The Child is linked with man and 
God—He bridges the gap of centuries of 
estrangement. They are symbols of the 
miracle of God and the hope of man. 

Each’ symbol bears its own message. 
John in his gospel speaks of the world as a 
place of darkness, a place where the light 
of God’s love shone abroad (1) to men work- 
ing in darkness; (2) to men searching in dark- 
ness. Speaking of Jesus, John says “Tn Him 
was life; and the life was the Light of men. 
And the Light shineth in the darkness but 
the darkness comprehended it not’ (John 
1:4). 

The star—the symbol of light—had a mes- 
sage for those seeking in. the darkness, but 
it. was only those who wefe searching the 
heavens for God’s truth, looking to God for a 
sign of His presence, that saw the star and 
followed -it in faith until it brought them to 
the fulfillment of their hopes. Though men
